Unless  the  house  to  be  heated  is  provided  with  a  thorough 
system  of  ventilation,  always  use  from  two  to  four  10  inch 
pipes  for  conducting  cold  air  to  the  furnace,  having  them 
open  into  convenient  parts  of  the  house. 

In  some  cases  direct  communication  with  the  outside 
air  is  necessary,  but  often  the  supply  from  inside  is  all  that  is 
required. 

When  cold  air  pipes  are  taken  from  the  outside,  a 
damper  should  always  be  provided  for  regulating  or  shutting 
off  entirely  the  supply.
